Every effort Is be- 
ing rnsde towards the apprehension of 
the criminal ami his capture is hourly 
expected. 


Excitement in Centervlll-e and the sur- 


rounding territory Is at a high pitch and 
the populace is aroused to such an ex- 
tent 'that the officials fear violence will 
be £or.e the outlaw in the event of his 
capture. 


Deputy Sheriff Price had Richardson 


under arrest last night and was convey-i 
Ing him to-the Centerviile Jail this morn- 
ing whon the murder occurred. 


Price arrested" Richardson on a charge 


of ttorsei stealing. "When the outlaw saw 
that h» ..wAa- .«T*pri?tiertaed 
he showed 
fight. Drawing a revolver of-large cali- 
ber he ft red on Price, and he surrendered 
only after a desperate battle.

As Boon as Price placed R\chardson 


Under arrest h-e took the revolver from 
the outlaw, and placed him In a buggy 
and started to drive to Centerviile. 


Mr. Davis, the owner of the horse and 


buggy which Richardson had stolen, fol- 
lowed the deputy sheriff and his prisoner 
at a short distance. 


When an opportune moment presented 


Itself, the outlaw drew a large knife,

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The Constitution and Child Labor. 


No person of discriminating mind can read the report of the 


House Judiciary Committee, Hon. John J. Jenkins chairman, on the 
iTawney resolution to inquire into the 
conditions under which 


children and women are employed throughout the United States 
without being convinced that Congress has no power under the 
Federal Constitution to prescribe the hours and conditions of ser- 
vice. It is fundamental, of course, that Congress has no powers 
save those conferred by the Constitution. The report naturally put 
an end to the attempt to legislate in Congress against the child labor 
evil. 


Because many children of tender years are compelled to labor 


long hours for meager pay, to the detriment ol their health and 
opportunities for schooling, many enthusiasts wanted Congress to 
overturn the Constitution or butt its head ?gainst a stone wall in the 
effort to right the wrong. They were disposed to exclaim, as Horace 
Greeley did prior to the Civil War, "To h—11 with the Constitution!" 
Nevertheless, sla\cry has been abolished and the Constitution still 
"lives. 


The evils of child labor will be rectified without overthrowing 


the Constitution or Congress making itself ndiculous by passing 
laws of no force and effect. They are in process of rectification now. 
Each year sees a betterment of social and industrial conditions, and 
in every State an agitation is in progress \vhich must ultimately, 
and that at no distant da}, achieve the results aimed at by those 
urging unconstitutional legislation on Congress. Local public senti- 
ment is exerting itself powerfully to bring the law into a more 
harmonious relation with righteousness and humanity, and it is best 
that desirable reforms should work themselves out gradually and 


1 naturally in separate political communities than to be forced sud- 
denly and drastically from the outside.

It appears that the slump in prices in the New York stock market

As a result large holdings of 
American railway stocks were thrown on the market in New York 
and London, causing a considerable break in those particular lines 
and a general sag in the prices for railway shares. It does not 
appear that the attitude of the administration or the recent dis- 
closures in the investigation instituted by the Interstate Commerce 
iCommission had much to do with the stock flurry, though causing 
a natural timidity among speculators.

BAD CONDITION OF SAN FRANCISCO STREETS. 


EDITOR TRIBUNE: Will THE TRIBUNE kindly grant me 


space enough to ask the proper authorities of Oakland and San 
Francisco a few questions relative to the condition of the streets in 
both places? San P'rancisco, in the burned district, has reasons 
enough for the streets in that section being in bad shape, but even 
then why can't loads of the debris composed of rock, brick, mortar 
and good solid road making material be damped into the holes along 
Market street and make it passable. Take Golden. Gate avenue, for 
example. 
I tried to drive down that street today, from Fillmore 


to Market, and I say it is the worst street for blocks and blocks that 
I ever saw in my life. 
Oakland can't hold a candle to it for big 


deep holes and almost within throwing distance material can be 
found which would fill up every hole in the entire street. Take 
Oakland. Every few months we see gangs of men out on the streets 
cleaning and scraping and loading- onto wagons and hauling away 
—what' the very surface of our streets. I saw on Grove street just 
the other day five men working and shoveling up dirt from the 
ditches along the street and wagons were hauling it away, and 
exactly twenty-two feet from where these men were working were 
holes enough to hold three wagonloads of the very material that 
was put there in the first place. Why can't that dirt be shoveled 
right back into the streets where it came from and at very slight 
expense be rolled down and the street be resurfaced with material 
which came from those very holes. I examined pile after pile of 
this dirt. 
It was almost wholly composed of material which the 


city uses now to fill up and repair the streets with. Why have these 
holes in the streets when a little work, coupled with horse sense and 
a good shovel, will keep our streets in good repair? Why haul the 
surface of our streets away and dump it in a mud hole? Coming 
from Missouri I would like information—show me.

was again taken to the hospital, when 
hib skull was again opened and the 
brain treated. 
Then Harold was gooc 


again and for some time continued to 
be a model boy. 


But a sheirt time ago the lad mani- 


fested symptoms of his primary bad 
condition and soon became more in- 
corrigible than ever. 
He ran away 


from home, lied, sv/ore and was in 
truth and fact as bad a boy as the 
uorst.

him, 
his father had chased him from 


one end of town to the other and had 
even tied the lad up, but without, avail 
Tiie boy developed wickedness to a ra- 
maikable extent and one day he was 
brought into the Juvenile Court anc 
placed under obbervation. He ahowec 
no signs of Improvement!, so he wa 
sent to Lancaster. 


Hurleys case seems to have dem- 


onstrated that while brain surgery is 
a temporary success, the natural con- 
dition of the brain reasserts itself af- 
ter a time and that a normal mind is 
not a pure mind. 


It was argued in Hurjpy's case that 


a normal brain would engender no 
evil, but Juvenile Court officials are 
jecoming convinced that a mind may 
be \normaily bad and that brain sur- 


ry is too sudden a change.

L. H. CARVER TELLS 


OF MEXICAN MINES 


L. H. Carver, the well known mining 


engineer, returned Tuesday from Mex- 
ico, where he has mining interests in 
the State of Jalisco. 
He was also in- 


terested in examining property for 
eastern capitalists. 
He speaks In 


glowing terms of the great possibilities 
of this heretofore dormant territory, 
which Is now attracting capitalists 
from the entire world. 
Mr. Carver 


brought with him a number of samples 
of ore, which run heavy in copper, gold 
and silver values, assaying as high as 
50 per cent In copper, with three ounces 
of gold per ton, besides the silver. 


Mr. Carver left Oakland about a 


month ago, visiting Guadalajara, en 
route to Ameca, where he located some 
mJning claims which show workings 
over a hundred years old, giving evi- 
dence 
of pre-historic 
development. 
The most Interesting part of these 
properties Is the- fact that no ore re- 
extracted carries sufficient value to 
Justify shipping where it Is not recov- 
ered on the ground. 


A number of interesting photographs 


were taken by Mr. Carver during his 
travels, among them being the typical 
Mexican scenes of border life, but he 
says the natives are gradually assum- 
ing the American modern ways of liv- 
ing. 
The larger citiefe are gems of 


architectural beauty, especially so In 
Guadalajara and the town of Ameca. 
Mr. Carver will spend a short time on 
his property in Sierra county, Uils 
State, before returning t<5 Mexico. He j 
expects to organise a company to de- 
velop hie holdings in the State of Ja- 
lisco, a* several local people are Inter- 
ested In the prospects. 
Cheap labor 


is a great factor In the Mexican mining 
Industry, and Mr. Carver Is enthusias- 
tic over his possibilities. 
President 


Dla« and his cabinet are using every 
effort to protect and encourage outside 
capital In the development of Mexico's 
latent resources, as their laws are now 
as safe if not Safer than those of our 
own country- 
The son of the Presi- 


dent of the State of Jalisco was edu- 
cated In the Institute of Technology at 
Boston, wtm* Mr. Carr«r also 
hls^ducatlon. 


I once Interviewed Thomas Lawson. It 


was the most one-sided interview and at 
the same lime rnnat successful that I 
have ever had. 


At the time I was selling a new "code" 
book.
